Hearings continue over faculty layoffs 


Two more days of testimony in the 
faculty layoff hearings begin today as 
the jobs of 15 to 18 Hartnell instructors 
hang in the balance. 


The hearings revolve around the 
layoff of Hartnell instructors in the wake 
of a financial crunch being experienced 
by the college. 


The main concerns being brought out 
at the hearings are questions of the 
criteria used for the layoffs or reduc- 
tions in contracts, and whether instruc- 
tors can recieve temporary credentials 
to teach outside their area. 

Because of the amount of testimony 
involved in the March 31 and April 1 
hearings, they have been extended to 
today and tomorrow (April 12 and 13.) 


Student rep election tomorrow 
Martinez, Rose compete for post 


Elections will be held tomorrow (April 
13) for the student representative to the 
governing board for the 1983-84 school 
year term. 

Candidates for the office are Lilly 
Martinez, who currently holds the posi- 
tion, and Michael Rose. 


Martinez was elected to the position 
Feb. 9 in a special election to finish the 
unexpired term of previous student 
representative Jeff Denecke. 

She cites her service as ASHC presi- 
dent, vice-president and senator as a 
source of insight into the affairs of 
students. 


‘| strongly support tuition-free 
educational programs at Hartnell Coi- 
lege and if re-elected, will continue to 
voice that concern at board meetings,’’ 
Martinez stated. 


Martinez sees tuition, the layoff of 
teachers and the rights of the student 
member of the board as her main con- 
cerns as board representative. 


She hopes to see further involvement 
on the part of students in board affairs. 
‘Students can make a difference,’ 
Martinez said. 

Michael Rose lists his extensive ex- 
perience in student government both in 
high school and at Hartnell as qualifica- 
tions for the office. 


“The student community deserves a 
representative that is responsive to 
their needs, is responsible and unbias- 
ed, and can articulate their concerns 
aggressively with integrity,’’ Rose said. 

“We havea nice facility here anda 
nice staff but without the students, 
Hartnell is nothing more than empty 
classes. It sound selfish, but it’s true. 
Weare the school.’’ 


Rose also wants to see students 
become more involved in the issues 
facing Hartnell. ‘‘We have to pull 
together as a body to become effec- 
tive.If we don’t pull togehter, our 
education will be a lost cayse.” 


Both the candidates hope to increase 
the effectiveness of the position of stu- 
dent representative. ‘‘The student rep 
does need voting priveieges,’’ Martinez 
said. The governing board has it within 
its power to allow student members to 
vote and, in some cases, to sit in on 
closed sessions of the board. 


Rose said he would also like to see 
the student.member make bi-weekly 
reports to the ASHC, in order to coor- 
dinate the activites of the student 
representative and the student govern- 
ment. 

Elections will be held from 7:30 a.m. 
to 7:30 p.m. in the college center. 


Still more resignations at ASHC 
Students sought to fill posts 


And the beat goes on 

Three more student officers bit the 
dust. Job and time conflicts were some 
of the reasons given for their resigna- 
tions, for others, no reasons were given 
at all. Three students appointed to posi- 
tions within the last two months resign- 
ed. 

These positions include John Glau, 
treasurer, Alan Morisoli, senator, and 
Jeff Taylor, public relations officer. Ap- 
plicants are being sought to replace 
them, and applications can be obtained 
from the ASHC office. 

Other news coming out of the ASHC: 


eThe new ASHC budget has been ap- 
proved. This budget includes payment 
of only half of an accounting service 
bill, This bill, presented to the ASHC in 
February, for nearly $2,000 was based 
on a new billing policy of the business 
department. 


eA new fund has been created for in- 
novative instruction. This fund has 
$4,100 and is available to all faculty and 
staff in any department. Applications 
are in the ASHC office. Senators will be 
reviewing the applicants. 


*A blood drive will be held by the Red 
Cross on April 29 in the conference 
room from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. The ASHC 
needs 14 workers to volunteer to help. 


eA Pac-Man playoff, men’s arm wrestl- 
ing contest and fashion show will bea 
part of the upcoming Spring Fair. 


*And finally, the ASHC approved a loan 
of $232 to EOPS. 

The ASHC ended their April 7 
meeting with a round of applause for 
the 98-3 passage of the ASHC constitu- 
tion. 


Refering to the hearings thus far, 
Fred Anderson, president of CTA 
(California Teachers Association) said 
they were “‘informative, enlightning 
and hilarious at times.”’ 

According to Dr. Gibb Madsen, 
superintendent- president, on the first 
day of hearings, he had advised the 
board that a financial crisis was coming, 


but he hoped it would have the least 
amount of impact on students when it 
did hit. 

Instructors have argued that reduc- 
tions in staff will have an adverse effect, 
costing the college $149,000. This was 
illustrated in an advertisment in the 
Salinas Californian and in the Panther 
Sentinel (page 5). 


According to Dick Andre, chairman of 
a faculty fact finding committee, this 
$149,000 came about from a reduction in 
ADA (average daily attendence). The 
college loses $1,400 per each student 
due to class reductions. 
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The question of credentials was also 
discussed.Dr. Marilyn Vassallo, 
biology instructor on the list of layoffs, 


said she applied for a credential to 
teach math or chemistry but was refus- 
ed. 


Larry Elder, dean of instruction, said, 
“‘we feel she doesn’t meet our stan- 
dards.’’ Both Madsen and Elder stated 
that she lacked the appropriate number 
of courses in math or chemistry to ob- 
tain the credentials. 


Vassallo said she will have earned 
the courses by next fall, but the ad- 
ministrators declined to retain her as a 
part-time instructor. 


The continuation of the hearings on 
April 12 and 13 will be from 9 a.m. to 5 
p.m. in the governing board room, C- 
112.

Famed athletes to compete in “discus heaven’ at Hartnell

World class discus throwers Mac Wilkins and John 
Powell and shot putter Brian Oldfield will headline 
the 1983 Ed Adams’ Invitational Track and Field Meet 
Saturday, April 16 here at Hartnelt’s track. 


Athletes from almost every community college in 
Northern California and two from Southern Catifornia 
will be joining them. The Top 27 entries in each event 
, will compete in the 19 men and 15 women events. 

The running events will begin at 11 a.m., and the 
field events will start at 11:30 a.m. 

The featured event, the open discus throw, will 
start at 4 p.m. The final event, the 1600 meter relay 
will end the meet at 5:30 p.m. 


Wilkins will hold a discus clinic for community col- 
lege athletes and spectators immediately following 
the conclusion of the meet. 

The Hartnell track has been called by some as 
“Discus Heaven’’ because of the unique right 
quartering wind that prevails at the Hartnell oval. 


Last year five of the six top-ranked world discus 
throwers and seven of the top eight Americans com- 
peted at Hartnell. 

Among the 40 or so community colleges competing 
in the meet, named for the former Hartnell track 
coach and athletic director, will be the host the Hart- 
nell Panthers. 


The Panther tracksters, who finished the season 
undefeated in Coast Conference dual meets, com- 
peted in the Chabot Invitational on April 2 as a warm 
up for the Ed Adams and the Conference Finals 
(which will be held April 30). Track coach Gary Shaw 
(who is also the meet director) said his team 
“competed well’’ against teams representing col- 
leges throughout the bay area. 

According to Shaw, the men will “‘have a very good 
chance in the Conference finals.

The insanely rockin‘, not to mention 
permanenily inebriated metal maniacs 
from England, who cali themselves Def 
Leppard, have come out with a new 
album that wiil set you, your stereo and 
anything in the vicinity to blazes. 

Well. not in actuality of course, but 
their new LP entitled ‘‘Pyromania’’ is 
“hot’’, which is a relative term meaning 
awesome in their case. 


To me, Def Leppard has hit a new 
leve! in heavy metal music for them. 
They have improved considerabiy since 


their first album,‘‘On. through the 
night’’ and have gained notority in the 
process. 


| credit this to their gained ex- 


perience and to their fine producer 
Robert John ‘‘Mutt’’ Lange. But the 
group seems to credit their success to 
alcohol and its effects on the mind. 

In a recent interview in Hit Parader 
magazine, lead singer Joe Elliot said, ‘‘! 
didn’t like our last album (High and Dry) 
mainly because we weren’t drunk 
enough. Our next recording session 
will find me and the boys in an extreme 
state of drunkeness.”’ 

Strangely enough, Pyromania does 
not reveal anything condusive of this 
type of behavior. 

The songs are typical heavy metal, 
sounding suspiciously like AC/DC in 
sound but not originality. Def blends a 
mix of hard songs that tend to pound 
your senses blank with fresh mellow 


tunes that have actually emerged on 
the pop charts. 

The power songs ‘‘Rock Rock till you 
drop”’ and ‘‘Rock of Ages’’ are typical 
of their AC/DC sound-alike image and 
of their powerful metal mixing. (Con- 
ducted by Lange, who also produces 
AC/DC.) But songs like ‘‘Photograph”’ 
and “‘Foolin’’ are uniquely original 
while being played at a slower pace. 


‘“‘Photograph’’ can be heard on the 
pop radio stations, something unheard 
of in their past history. 

The only criticism | could muster 
about ‘‘Pyromania’’ is singer Joe 
Elliot’s raspy sometimes irritating tone. 
He is actually as bad as Brian (garbage 
disposal) Johnson of AC/DC at times. 


Def Leppard: rock, rock ‘til you drop 


But | think the rock public is sear- 
ching now for that raunchy, deafening 
sound that has become synonomous 
with heavy metal in recent years. 

If alcohol does not deaden the brain 
cells of this talented band, they will 
more than likely turn out to be the 
future of rock music. 

Their social life has been made very 
public and still being in their high teens 
and early twenties hasn't helped’thcir 
image much. 

Def Leppard is more than a grojof 
demented, drunken dropouts who 
make their living by making other peo- 
ple deaf. 

They are a quality band that is on the 
move, to the top.
